For »l|fhborhood i'atriotlHm— Outline 
et a Method for Secnrlnir Cumno- 
nlty Co<operaUoa In Busiaees 
and Boeial Affairs 

Washington, D. 0. — A scheme for 

the organization of rural communities 
for both business and social purposes 
Is worked out In an article which lii 
to appear in the forthconilnK Yearbook 
ot the Dcpartiiii'nt of AKrlciilmrr miuI 
v.lilch hHH ulri-ndy hct'ii priiiti'd uh a 
pamphlet for ilii' uhl' of the Depart- 
ment's Office of Markets and Rural 
Organization. 

The scheme calls for ten commit- 
tees, five of which are to dt al with 
buBlnesB iii'c'ds. Mild Ave with social 
iieedB. Kv<M \ im mber of the organ- 
ization Is to bcrM' on some one of 
these commlttecB. In addition, there 
Is to t>e a central or executive commit- 
tee composed of the President of the 
organization, its Secretary, its Treas- 
urer, and the Chairman of the ten 
other oommittees. This central body 
Is to direct the general policy of the 
orsanisatlon, raise all fnnds and con- 
trol their expedltnree. The omnnilt- 
toes that are to daal with the busl- 
nesa Interests ot the ooanmanity are 
as foolws: 

1. Committee on Farm Production. 

2. Committee on Marketing. 

3. Committee on Securing Farm 
Supplies. 

4. Committee ou Farm Finance and 
ArcountlnK. 

Committee on Cotiiniuiiieatiori 
and Transportation. 

Slmlilarly, tlie live commltlees that 
attend to the community's SOOlal in- 
terests will deal with: 

1. Education. 

2. Sanitation. 
Uecroatlon. 

4. neautlflcatlon 
T). Household economics. 
The work of most of these commit- 
tees is indicated sufllclently clearly 
by their titles; for example, the com- 
mittee on production can do much 
Rood by Improving the breeds ot live 
stock in a community through co-op- 
erative purchases of pure-bred males. 
It can encourage the formation of 
corn, poultry, pig, cattle, oanning and 
gardening clubs which have already 
demonstrated their value in the sec- 
tions where they have been establish- 
ed; and it can carry on useful studies 
of tho type of agriculture best fitted 
to local conditions. 

In the same way, the committee on 
marketinK can secure the standardiza- 
tion of the rominunity's products and 
thus obtain bi tter jiricis tliaii ar.' pos- 
sible wlien nondescript Kocids arc 
dumped upon tlie market. Tlie com- 
mittee ran aino Hcarcli out the best 
iiiarki'lH, make contracts on a large 
scale whicli will be more favorable 
than any individual can secure for 
himself, and in many other ways econ- 
omize In the sellInK of the commun- 
ity's Roods. Even If co-opcratlve mar- 
ketlnR Is not actually resortod to, the 
Information which the committee col- 
lects can hardly fall to be ^oLj^e&t 
assistance to the individual shippers. 

Just as the comniitte on marketing 
can facilitate selling, the oonualttee 
on farm supplies can eooaottlse In 
buying. Farmers are warned, how- 
ever not to underestimate the cost of 
running a store or eommerclal agency, 
and not to overestimate the saving 
which this can effect. The co-opera- 
tive society, of course, does away with 
the necessity of the store's makinK a 
profit, but somebody must manage the 
store and that someUodv nms' l)e paid 
for his time. Hie nalary. ilierefore, 
ccrresponds in a way to the ordinary 
store's profit, and it is not always pos- 
sible to secure a Kood man for less 
flian he would be al)le to make in 
iHiciucHS for himself. Tliere are, 
however, several methods of jiurchas- 
iiie farm supplies co-op( ratlvely, 
which will be f(Mind to be of ad- 
xantaRc. I'lie Rimplest Is the Joint 
order, in v\hlcli a group of farmers 
ran buy a given article In large quan- 
tities, thereby erfecting a consider- 
able saving in the expense of hand- 
ling, commissions, etc. Sometimes 
y^hen this method is adopted a ware- 
house is added which is owned or 
rented co-operatively, and Jn whIcJi 
the goods are stored until the asso- 



seem to be far distant when the cities 
wUl be actually more healthful than 
the ooutttrr. Main, household oon- 
venlenoes sueh as hot and oold water, 
heating and lighting systems, etc., 
are more abundant the towns and 
add greatly to the comfort of living. 
Finally, there Is more <9portunity for 
recreation in the oltjr and frequently, 
strange as It majr appear, more to 
appeal to the sense of beauty that is 
Inherent la praoUcally every man. 

Co-operation on the part of rural 
communities can do as much to alter 
these conditions as it can to Ineraase 
the average cash income. The com- 
mittees that have these matters in 
charge should, therefore, be regraded 
as quite as important as those which 
deal with business questions, and 
th^ ahoald receive the same support 
from the entire oommunlty which they 
are endeavoring to benefit. Tho result 
will be a community spirit which, in 
its way, is capable of producing as 
valuable results as the national spirit. 
In fact, says the article in closing, 
"(Patriotism, like charity, begins at 
home — that Is, In the neighborhood." 

As an appendix, the pamphlet con- 
tains a liriei' list of suggested readings 
foe the various committees. Many of 
these are (Jovernment publications 
which lAay be had free of charge by

This, how- 
ever, Inevitably leads to complications 
and ^lould only be undertaken art. r 
some experience with simpler meth- 
ods of co-operation. 

With the'oommittee on farm finance 
and aecountlng, the first ,iuty la to 
ascertain what farm enterprises can 
safely be financed. This is only pos 
sible when accurate accounts are kept 
and carefully analyzed After this 
has been done, the ne.xt step is to 
secure tlie most favorable terms for 
nnancing proper and sound enter- 
priser This Is fre(|uently not diffi- 
cult If the committee has thoroughly 
mastered the subject and 1h able to 
put It clearly before local bankers. 
Where the local bankers are unwill- 
ing to finance genuinely productive 
enterprises at a reasonable rate of in- 
terest, the committee must consider 
other ways of securing capIUI. One 
of tho simplest plans for aoeompllsb- 
iiig this Is a credit union or co-opera- 
tive credit association.
